againſt the Three, But Qsborn being fled, the Court ap- 

pointed the other two to be tryed on :aturdey the 22th. 

Inſtavt upon. which day the Jury not filling in time, aad ſome 

other buſineſs intervenipg, the Court adjourn'd the ſaid 

Tryal until T#eſday, the Twenty fiith of November, 

At which time the Court being fate, th-re appeare] there- 
in a great number of Perions cf Honuur, and Gentlemen of 
goed Quality, ta ſee and hear a Tryal oi ſuch a natare, and 
a Scrutiny that fo much concerned the Honour 2nd Reputas 
tion of the Proteſtant Religion , and upon,which ſo much 
depended the diſplay of Popiſh Machination. |

Ochorn did ma'icicully and fa fly endeavour to ltifle the far- 

ther Diſcovery cf the Plot as much as in them iay. And 1n 

favuur to the faid impeached Lords and others , and for the 

pieventing of Juſtice, and that the ſaid Perſons might

That Knox had #orged ſeveral Lerters, as from Lane and 
Octory, directed tb hivſelf.thereia expretiing how perplexed ' | 
in C onſcience they-Were at the ma'rcious* Contavances of * 
their Maſter Pr *Oafes, #nd * r. Bedlow, againft the Earl of | 
Danby, and other Loids in the: Tower. Al] which Contri- 
vances they were feſulved to'diſcover, and alf\> make it ap- 

pear, that their faid- Maſter-was a-moſt vicious and infamous: -

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man, and' had made many attempts of Buggery upon the 


In- purſuance of which devilliſh Deſign, they did repair 
to a Juſtice of Peace, to give in upon Oath their Informatt- 
ons of theſe forged Crimes againſt the Lofor , which the 
ſaid: Juſtice refufing to take, they drew up one themſelves, | 
ard dejivered itto the Lord Latimer, who kept it a few days, [4 
then delivered it back, to be conveyed to the Lord Powis |

That the Lord Powis did ſend it to one Mr, Henry Nevil,

T hat after the D'fga had gene. thus far , they being in 
February laſt apprehended and committed to the Gate: bouſe, 
were exathined upon their Oaths by Sir Willzam Wller,and 
Collonel 'Warcxpz to whom they confeſſed, that all they 
had ſworn #gainſt Dr. Oates Was malicious and falle, and that'

they were prompted ,-hired, and encouraged thereunto by 
the (aid Kwox, 2nd that they did verily believe, that the 
Earl o'Danty, In confidence of the ſuccels of this Defiga, 
did ſurrender himſelf co the black Rod.

| the now indicted peaſoos, or their uſe ; Ten ſhillings por 
weck 3 which Evidence was ftrengthene vy concurring cir- 
cumftances from two perſons more 3 and beſides them, os 
ther Witneſſes, which ſufficiently proved the Indiftmeat 5 
fo that the Jury , without removing from the Bar , pro-, 
nounced them guilty 3 at which the people gaye a, great 
ſhout + And the prifoners were committed to the prion of 
the Kizgs-Bench..
